No bo dy has y et figu red o u t ju st 
ex actly ho w to u se the pipe o r­ 
gan, co mplete with chimes, so it 
will remain u ndistu rbed in its frst 
flo o r ro o m. 
The entre remo deling co st will 
be aro u nd $50,000, scho o l o fficials 
say . and the resu lt will be a facil­ 
ity wo rth $300,000 witho u t co u nting 
the land tha* may so meday pro ­ 
v ide sites fo r three mo re scho o ls. 
The pro perty was the estate o f 
Mr. and Mrs. Stanley W. Tu cker. 
Mrs. Tu cker died March 23, 1953;

Hollingsworth, says it proves the 
lie detector, or polygraph, is be­ 
coming an increasingly important 
tool of 
police 
officers, 
sheriffs, 
coroners and prosecuting attorneys 
in criminal investigations. 
The state lie detector has been 
used in about 200 cases so far this 
year. Police departments in Cleve­ 
land, 
Cincinnati, 
Columbus 
and 
Toledo have their own machines. 
The polygraph was presented to 
the bureau five years ago by the 
Ohio Sheriffs’ Assn. and is avail-

Hollingsworth, says it proves the 
lie detector, or polygraph, is be­ 
coming an increasingly important 
tool of police 
officers, 
sheriffs, 
coroners and prosecuting attorneys 
in criminal investigations. 
The state lie detector has been 
used in about 200 cases so far this 
year. Police departments in Cleve­ 
land, 
Cincinnati, 
Columbus 
and 
Toledo have their own machines. 
The polygraph was presented to 
the bureau five years ago by the 
Ohio Sheriffs' Assn. and is avail-

No one can be forced to submit 
to a lie detector test. The person 
taking the test signs a paper say­ 
ing he is taking it of his own free 
will. After the test he signs the 
tape, preventing the possibility of 
his tape being mixed up acciden­ 
tally with that of another person. 
Law enforcement officers aren't 
allowed in the room when the test 
is being given. Only the operator

It’s impossible to name a major 
crime in which the lie detector I 
hasn’t been used — murder, rob­ 
bery, 
burglary, 
embezzlement, 
rape. All types of felonies and even 
.some misdemeanor cases if they’re 
important enough have been solved 
by its use. 
Hollingsworth says his bureau I 
has had as much experience in 
giving lie detector tests as almost J 
any other. Three specially trained 
men—Alvis Kimball, Pete Gallo­ 
way and Jo e Martina—work the lie 
detector regularly, and sometimes 
the 
bureau’s chief 
investigator, 
Fred Dangler, helps out. 
The operators took long courses 
9 in training on operating the poly­ 
graph which records at the same 
time the blood pressure, breathing 
and body electrical currents of the 
person taking the test. 
Recording pens mark changes in 
blood pressure, breathing and body 
electrical current 
on 
a 
moving 
tape. A fourth pen shows the time 
it takes to answer a question asked 
by the operator. 
Trained operators studying the 
I* tape can tell whether a person is 
telling the truth when he answers 
a question.

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TH E AUTO PR O B E 
ATTORNEY GENERAL Brownell’s p ro­ 
jected investigation of the automobile in­ 
dustry to determine if anti-trust laws are 
being violated by two big comp anies which 
are driving the others to the wall, if he 
goes through with it, will teeter on t h e 
q uestion of whether mere bigness is a vio­ 
lation of the law. Courts have ruled other­ 
wise. 
There is no evidence that the small 
automobile manufacturers, all of them in 
business for many y ears—one for more 
than y ears—are imp roving their relative 
p osition in sales. Their share of total vol­ 
ume, which was IO p er cent in 1940 and 20 
p er cent in the car shortage y ear of 1946, 
is now less than five p er cent. If Chry sler’s 
sales this y ear to date are included with 
those of the smaller comp anies, the total 
figure is still below the 20 p er cent of sales 
chalked up by the indep endents, not in­ 
cluding Chry sler, in 1946. 
Officials of General Motors and Ford do 
not think they have violated any law in 
reaching their p resent sales volume. They 
ha v e tried to sell all the cars p ossible, and 
say there is only one way in which they 
could change the p resent p icture. That is, 
by refusing to sell cars to a certain num­ 
ber of their p rosp ects, forcing them to buy 
o ther ma kes. 
Concentration of outp ut of any business 
in the hands of a few big corp orations is 
not in the best p ublic interest, but it is a 
trend that has been under way for many 
y ears. Most cities today have one telep hone 
comp any , there is only one telegrap h com­ 
p any , only a handful of the largest cities 
have more than one newsp ap er. 
But Brownell’s p rojected p robe is await­ 
ed with keen interest by the legal p rofes­ 
sion as well as by business. One of the sub­ 
jects of conjecture is whether new legisla­ 
tion may be needed or advocated. 


SELLING SURPLUSES 
THE HOUSE is considering an agricul­ 
tural surp lus disp osal bill, already p assed 
by the Senate, which looks like a step in 
the right direction. 
The bill would p ermit ex p ort of farm 
surp lus for sale for foreign currency . The 
reason some foreign nations cannot b uy 
ex cess wheat and other commodities is not 
that they do not have enough money , but 
they do not have the right kind. Dollars in 
others p arts of the world are scarce. 
Under this p lan we would be trading our 
wheat for war materials we need. But the 
barter would be indirect. Not only will we 
be help ing ourselves by getting rid of em­ 
barrassing and costly surp luses, and get­ 
ting needed raw materials, but, in the p roc­ 
ess we will be stimulating the economies 
of several nations. 


Since Ap ril, 1951, a two-p hase pro g ra m 
develop ed in Holly wood, which is p robably 
the best ex amp le of cleansing an industry 
of a heavy Communist infiltration. This ef­ 
fort was initiated by certain members o 
motion p icture management and by 
a 
group of self-ap p ointed anti-Communists 
who believed that the p roblems of Holly ­ 
wood could be solved without hatred, with­ 
out vindictiveness, even with an anx iety to 
win back to 
constructive 
Americanism 
those who had wandered away . 
The turnover among Communists, p ar 
ticularly among intellectuals and talented 
p ersons, has been enormous since 1939, but 
many who have left the p arty fear that one 
| of the conseq uences of confession is ridi- 
! cule and rejection, and sensitive 
p e o p l e 
dread both reactions. The p roblem t h e n 
was to find a formula for restoring those 
who were sincere in their conversion to use­ 
fulness in their p rofessions, so that they 
could serve their country as ardently as 
they once served its enemy . 
The Holly wood effort was a tremendous 
success because of its two-p hase character­ 
istic. The first p hase is rep resented by op ­ 
p osition to the continued use of Commu­ 
nists in motion p ictures, not because of the 
contents of the p ictures they made, but be­ 
cause they had p rovided a huge treasury 
for the Communist Party . The aim was to 
attack that treasury and that was accom­ 
p lished. It was p ossible to say in 1953 that 
no known Communists were being emp loy ­ 
ed in Holly wood in the motion p icture in­ 
dustry . 
The second p hase was the effort to bring 
back to p ositive' Americanism and to make 
effective in every way men and w o m e n 
who had once beeq Communists or w h o 
had been associated with Communist ac­ 
tivities. This p hase of the work has often 
been misunderstood. It gave the entirely 
erroneous imp ression that a group of self- 
ap p ointed anti-Communists were “ clear­ 
ing” former Communists. 
No one can 
“clear” another p erson; it can only be done 
by the individual himself as an act of con­ 
science. 
After the p rogram 
got going, 
some p ersons set themselves up as “ clear­ 
ers 
commercially . This did not seriously 
affect the p rogram. 
Talented and sensitive men. and women 
were encouraged to move through that p ro­ 
foundly emotional p eriod between break­ 
ing with the Communist Party and mak­ 
ing the break known to the world. Psy cho­ 
logically this is one of the most difficult 
tasks any p erson can face. It sometimes 
takes y ears of self-ex amination, of confes­ 
sion and contrition before that step can be 
taken. 
Any one who has had ex p erience with this 
p roblem knows this to be true. Of some 300 
p ersons with which this group dealt, p os­ 
sibly only one is generally regarded as a 
backslider and nobody is sure about him. 
The first break in this p articular effort 
was when Roy Brewer of the IATSE ceas­ 
ed to be a labor leader. He went into man­ 
agement; he remained p resident of the 
Motion Picture Alliance, the most effective 
anti-Communist organization in Holly wood. 
Roy Brewer’s value to the anti-Commu­ 
nist cause was the fact that his attitude 
was related to saving an industry , in which 
the members of his union worked, not only 
from Communist infiltration but from p op ­ 
ular resistance, arising out of such infiltra­ 
tion, which meant loss of jobs. Most of the 
others in this activity had different 
r e a ­ 
sons, strictly ideological 
r e a s o ns , but

Postp one Injections 
During Polio Season 
ly HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
A SIMPLE tonsillectomy , or a 
shot 
given 
for 
im m unization, 
may in certain instances, m ake 
a p olio attack more severe. 
A child th at has a tonsillectomy 
during the p olio season is more 
p rone to develop the bulbar o r 
severe ty p e of p olio. Also, children 
who receive immunizing injec­ 
tions at th a t time and who 
a lso 
develop p olio often have initial 
p araly sis in the arm or leg th a t 
received the injection. 
Clea nliness Essentia l 
It has been p resumed th a t the 
p olio virus which causes p olio­ 
my elitis may be introduced by 
the injection either from local 
contam ination of skin surface or 
from contam ination of the in­ 
strum ent or vial stop p er from 
which the vaccine is taken. 
The p olio occurs from four 
to 
21 day s after the tonsillectomy o r 
injection, in the norm al incuba­ 
tion p eriod of p olio. In certain 
rare 
instances, 
therefore, 
the 
p olio virus seems to be introduced 
into the body by these p roce­ 
dures. This is the reason why 


p hy sicians are so careful to steri­ 
lize instrum ents 
and the skin sur­ 
face before giving 
an injection. 
Defer Shots 
Most p hy sicians even defer giv­ 
ing shots during the p olio 
season. 
However, p olio is occurring 
more 
freq uently in adults who need 
certain injections. Local sterili­ 
zation of the skin by m eans of an 
antisep tic should be diligently 
p erformed before the injection is 
given. 
Recently , a group of local anti­ 
sep tics were tested and it was 
found 
th at two p er cent tincture 
of iodine was efficient. 
QUESTION AND ANS WEB 
Miss A. D.: About how long is 
the growth of nails in the 
aver­ 
age p erson? 
Answer: In the average p erson, 
growth from the base of the nail 
to the tip takes about three and 
a half months. You can see 
from 
this that the daily growth is q uite 
small. The rate of growth of 
the 
nails decreases with the advance 
of acre.

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THE AUTO PROBE 
ATTORNEY GENERAL Brownell’s pro­ 
jected investigation of the automobile in­ 
dustry to determine if anti-trust laws are 
being violated by two big companies which 
are driving the others to the wall, if he 
goes through with it, will teeter on t h e 
question of whether mere bigness is a vio­ 
lation of the law. Courts have ruled other­ 
wise. 
There is no evidence that the small 
automobile manufacturers, all of them in 
business for many years—one for more 
than years—are improving their relative 
position in sales. Their share of total vol­ 
ume, which was IO per cent in 1940 and 20 
per cent in the car shortage year of 1946, 
is now less than five per cent. If Chryslers 
sales this year to date are included with 
those of the smaller companies, the total 
figure is still below the 20 per cent of sales 
chalked up by the independents, not in­ 
cluding Chrysler, in 1946. 
Officials of General Motors and Ford do 
not think they have violated any law in 
reaching their present sales volume. They 
have tried to sell all the cars possible, and 
say there is only one way in which they 
could change the present picture. That is, 
by refusing to sell cars to a certain num­ 
ber of their prospects, forcing them to buy 
other makes. 
Concentration of output of any business 
in the hands of a few big corporations is 
not in the best public interest, but it is a 
trend that has been under way for many 
years. Most cities today have one telephone 
company, there is only one telegraph com­ 
pany, only a handful of the largest cities 
have more than one newspaper. 
But Brownell’s projected probe is await­ 
ed with keen interest by the legal profes­ 
sion as well as by business. One of the sub­ 
jects of conjecture is whether new legisla­ 
tion may be needed or advocated. 


SELLING SURPLUSES 
THE HOLTSE is considering an agricul­ 
tural surplus disposal bill, already passed 
by the Senate, which looks like a step in 
the right direction. 
The bill would permit export of farm 
surplus for sale for foreign currency. The 
reason some foreign nations cannot b u y 
excess wheat and other commodities is not 
that they do not have enough money, but 
they do not have the right kind. Dollars in 
others parts of the world are scarce. 
Under this plan we would be trading our 
wheat for war materials we need. But the 
barter would be indirect. Not only will we 
be helping ourselves b y getting rid of em­ 
barrassing and costly surpluses, and get­ 
ting needed raw materials, but, in the proc­ 
ess we will be stimulating the economies 
of several nations. 


Since April, 1951. a two-phase program 
I developed in Hollywood, which is probably 
' the best example of cleansing an industry 
: of a heavy Communist infiltration. This ef- 
| fort was initiated by certain members of 
! motion picture management and by a 
j group of self-appointed anti-Communists 
I who believed that the problems of Holly­ 
wood could be solved without hatred, with­ 
out vindictiveness, even with an anxiety to 
win back to 
constructive 
Americanism 
those who had wandered away. 
The turnover among Communists, par­ 
ticularly among intellectuals and talented 
persons, has been enormous since 1939, but 
many who have left the party fear that one 
i of the consequences of confession is ridi- 
I cule and rejection, and sensitive p e o p l e 
dread both reactions. The problem t h e n 
was to find a formula for restoring those 
who were sincere in their conversion to use­ 
fulness in their professions, so that they 
could serve their country as ardently as 
they once served its enemy. 
The Hollywood effort was a tremendous 
success because of its two-phase character­ 
istic. The first phase is represented by op­ 
position to the continued use of Commu­ 
nists in motion pictures, not because of the 
, contents of the pictures they made, but be­ 
cause they had provided a huge treasury 
for the Communist Party. The aim was to 
attack that treasury and that was accom­ 
plished. It was possible to say in 1953 that 
no known Communists were being employ­ 
ed in Hollywood in the motion picture in- 
i dustrv. 
The second phase was the effort to bring 
back to positive Americanism and to make 
I effective in every way men and w o m e n 
who had once beeq Communists or w h o 
had been associated with Communist ac- 
| tivities. This phase of the work has often 
been misunderstood. It gave the entirely 
erroneous impression that a group of self- 
appointed anti-Communists were “clear- 
| ing” former Communists. No one can 
J “clear’ another person; it can only be done 
, by the individual himself as an act of con- 
i science. 
After the program got going, 
some persons set themselves up as “clear­ 
ers” commercially. This did not seriously 
j affect the program. 
Talented and sensitive men and women 
were encouraged to move through that pro- I 
j foundly emotional period between break- ■ 
ing with the Communist Party and mak­ 
ing the break known to the world. Psycho- \ 
logically this is one of the most difficult 
tasks any person can face. It sometimes 
takes years of self-examination, of confes­ 
sion and contrition before that step can be 
taken. 
Anyone who has had experience with this | 
problem knows this to be true. Of some 300 
persons with which this group dealt, pos- ^ 
sibly only one is generally regarded as a 
backslider and nobody is sure about him. ; 
The first break in this particular effort 
1 was when Roy Brewer of the IATSE ceas- I 
; cd to be a labor leader. He went into man-j 
I agement; he remained president of the 
I Motion Picture Alliance, the most effective 
anti-Communist organization in Hollywood. 1 
I 
Roy Brewer’s value to the anti-Commu- I 
nist cause was the fact that his attitude I 
was related to saving an industry, in which 
I the members of his union worked, not only 
from Communist infiltration but from pop­ 
ular resistance, arising out of such infiltra- j 
| tion. which meant loss of jobs. Most of the 
! others in this activity had different r e a- 
strictly ideological r e a s o n s , but I

Postpone Injections 
During Polio Season 
By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, BLD. 
A SIMPLE tonsillectomy, or a 
shot 
given 
for 
im m unization, 
may in certain instances, make 
a polio attack more severe. 
A child th at has a tonsillectomy 
during the polio season is more 
prone to develop the bulbar or 
severe type of polio. Also, children 
who receive immunizing injec­ 
tions at th a t time and who also 
develop polio often have Initial 
paralysis in the arm or leg th a t 
received the injection. 
Cleanliness Essential 
It has been presumed th a t the 
polio virus which causes polio­ 
myelitis may be introduced by 
the injection either from local 
contam ination of skin surface or 
from contam ination of the in ­ 
strum ent or vial stopper from 
which the vaccine is taken. 
The polio occurs from four to 
21 days after the tonsillectomy or 
injection, in the norm al incuba­ 
tion period of polio. In certain 
rare 
instances, 
therefore, 
the 
polio virus seems to be introduced 
into the body by these proce­ 
dures. This is the reason why 


physicians are so careful to steri­ 
lize instrum ents and the skin sur­ 
face before giving an injection. 
Defer Shots 
Most physicians even defer giv­ 
ing shots during the polio season. 
However, polio is occurring more 
frequently in adults who need 
certain injections. Local sterili­ 
zation of the skin by means of an 
antiseptic should be diligently 
performed before the injection is 
given. 
Recently, a group of local an ti­ 
septics were tested and it was 
found that two per cent tincture 
of iodine was efficient. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Miss A. D.: About how long is 
the growth of nails in the aver­ 
age person? 
Answer: In the average person, 
growth from the base of the nail 
to the tip takes about three and 
a half months. You can see from 
this that the daily growth is quite 
small. The rate of growth of the 
nails decreases with the advance 
of aee.

Last night Dr. John A. Hannah, 
assistant secretary of defense for 
manpower and personnel, said Mc­ 
Carthy had never directly or indi­ 
rectly sent him information there

“ If he had sent them to the De­ 
fense Department,” Hannah said, 
“ I'm sure they would have come 
to me.” 
Cohn said the FBI knew about 
them too. Sen 
Jackson (I) Wash) 
asked Cohn if he didn’t think it 
would be a good idea to send the 
names to 
Secretary of Defense 
Wilson, since that would put Wil­ 


son on the spot if he did nothing 
about them. 
Cohn replied: 
“No. Because 
I 
imagine the reply we would get 
would be: ‘These people do not 
work for the United States govern­ 
ment as such. They work for de­ 
fense plants which do subcontract 
work for the United States govern­ 
ment: therefore, we don’t have the' 
jurisdiction to hire for fire these 
people . . 
Hannah, some of his assistants, 
and other officials in the Defense 
Department were asked last night 
to explain just what the Defense 
Department can and 
cannot do 
about C o m m u n i s t s in defense 
plants and this was the reply: 
There is no law giving the De­ 
fense 
Department the 
power to 
order a Communist fired from a 
plant where it has a contract. It 
can only tell an employer doing 
secret work for the government 
that an employe, considered a se­ 
curity risk, cannot work on the 
secret project. 
Then it’s up to the boss to fire 
him or transfer him to another 
plant, if he has one. And here are 
some examples of what the De­ 
fense Department can and can’t 
do and the variation in plants. 
Say there are four plants named 
(I) Smith, (2) Jones, (3) Kelly 
and (4) Murphy. In each of them, 
the FBI has told the Defense De­ 
partment, there are IO men w-ith 
backgrounds indicating they’re se­ 
curity risks. 
1. Smith. 
It 
makes 
nonsecret 
trucks which it sells to the gov­ 
ernment and the general public. 
The Defense Department can do 
nothing about getting the IO risks 
out of this plant, 
2. Jones. 
Unlike 
Smith, 
which 
sells to the government and the 
public alike, Jones works exclus­ 
ively for the government. But it 
does no secret work. It just makes 
overalls. The Defense Department 
can’t force the IO suspects to be 
fired. 
3. Kelly. In one part of its plant 
Kelly makes secret material for 
the government: in another part 
it makes a commercial product. 
The Defense Department can in­ 
sist none of the IO security risks 
may work on the secret item or 
anywhere near it. The boss can 


give the IOO some other job or fire 
them. 
4 Murphy. 
This 
whole 
plant 
works on secret items for the gov­ 
ernment. The Defense Department 
can insist none of the IO suspects 
may work in that plant Otherwise, 
Murphy doesn t get the contract. 
The firm 
can fire the men or 
transfer them.

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GI Families Have Troubles 
Trying To Live In Britain 


Editor’s Note* IAllowing is the 
second in a series of three arti­ 
cles on how the 1954 brand of 
I 
S. Cfi is getting along living 
in England.

LONDON <7P>-—A touching drama 


of American family life trying to 


find a comfortable and happy place 


in a land strange and at times 


even a bit hostile is being enacted 
today throughout England. 


If s a struggle that sometimes 
is sad, sometimes inspiring, and 


often comical — involving more 


than 40,(XX) military men and some 
followed their menfolk to this is­ 
land, 
In some ways, the problems of 
the 52,000 are more acute I han 
those of the two million Americans 
who waited here IO years ago for 
the beginning of the great invasion 
of Europe. 
Today 
the 
American 
and 
his 
family are thrown into more inti­ 
mate association with the British 
townspeople. Sadly, there is not 
tile same singleness of purpose and 
spirit of forbearance that helped 
oil the friction points in 1944 
The situation is depicted fairly 
accurately 
(although 
with exag­ 
geration, of course) in a cartoon 
showing a frosty, tweedy English­ 
man and his wife glaring at a 
startled 
American 
airman, 
and 
saying: 
“ What 
are 
YOU 
doing 
back 
here"5” 
Officially, the British and Am eri­ 
cans are working together in a 
hard-jawed determination to “ get 
along.” There's a sort of “ W e’re 
going to like you, dammit, even 
if it kills us” air about the whole 
thing. 
They are trying to bridge the 
gap with dances, social clubs, teas, 
garden 
parties, 
sports 
contests, 


tours, and “ Let's open our home 


to each other’’ drives. 
As a result, many Americans are 


finding life exciting and satisfac­ 
tory in Britain — so much so some 
are asking for an extension of ser­ 
vice 
They 
have 
made 
warm 
friends, entered into the British 
social life and managed to over­ 
look a gocxl many of the irritants. 
Others 
have 
found 
the 
going 
more difficult. They arc unable to 
adjust to the British way of life. 
They are dissatisfied with houses 
that have outmoded kitchens and 
no central heating. They can't un­ 
derstand the British aloofness and 
deep sense of privacy. Some com­ 
plain of rent gouging and living 
costs. 
An American sergeant said: “ I 
guess ifs no different with the 
British than it would be with us 
if the British swarmed in on one of 
our towns hack home. There'd be 
the same problems.”
